They  introduced  themselves  as 
being  Ed  Stewart.  Joe  McDonnell,  and  Len 
Cunningham  who  incidently  achieved  more 
notoriety  for  his  famous  last  words,  "Floor  it. 
Tom". 

Crossing  the  street  I  noticed,  quite  by 
accident,  that  the  Randolph  Theater  was  pre- 
senting its  yearly  array  of  local  talent  Harvey 
Cossaboom  headed  the  bill  and  I  ensconced 
myself  in  a  third  row  seat  and  watched  with 
horror  as  he  cold-bloodedly  prepared  to  saw  his 
assistant,  Margie  "Fearless"  Vaughn  in  half 
The  master  of  ceremonies,  Mr.  R.  Emil  Chip- 
man,  then  presented  the  finale  which  included 
Miss  Roberta  Norman,  singing  her  favorite 
arias  from  North  Atlantic,  and  the  impressario 
William  Hatch,  musical  comedy  star.  Miss 
Chiquita  Field,  manager  of  the  theater,  to- 
gether with  its  owner,  Richard  DiCarlo.  pre- 
sented the  troupe  with  awards.
